—A  Sanliago  telegram  of  the  3rd  says  that  re- 
ports are  current  ol  a  revolution  in  Bolivia. 

—The  new  Brazilian  minister  lo  Bolivia,  St". 
Henrique  de  Miranda,  was  presented  lo  President 
Baptista  on  the  51!)  tnst. 

—The  Peruvian  transport  Constitution  with  the 
military  expedition  under  Col.  Ibarra,  minister  of 
war,  arrived  at  Pisagua,  Chili,  on  the  5th  tnst. 

—According  to  late  telegrams  Dr.  Errazurtz 
declines  to  consider  a  second  election,  claiming 
that  he  had  been  (airly  elected  on  the  25th  ult. 
The  partizans  of  Reyes  claim  that  there  were 
wholesale  frauds  in  the  election,  and  that  their 
candidate  was  honestly  elected.  There  is  much 
uncertainty  and  biltemess  over  the  dispute, 

— The  telegrams  from  Chili  since  our  lasl  issue 
show  that  Ihe  recent  presidential  election  was  so 
close  that  the  result  is  siill  in  doubt.  The  first 
count  was  in  favor  of  Erraiitriz,  but  the  partizans 
of  Reyes  claim  that  wholesale  frauds  had  been  em- 
ployed and  demand  a  second  count.  Great  excite- 
ment is  said  to  exist,  and  several  encounters  bet- 
ween hoslile  factions  have  occurred. 


—A  Para  telegram  of  the  5th  says  that  the 
revoluiionai  y  government  of  Lor'eio  is  crea'inn  a 
national  etia-d,  and  thai  ^reat  euthusin-m  jirevails 
there.

HONEST  MONEY. 


Many,  otherwise  intelligent  people,  believe  that 
oneof  the  great  law*  of  trade  cm  be  ignored  or 
broken  in  fll'S  country  with  absolute  salcty,  simply 
lor  no  oilier  reason  Rppaicatly  than  thai  it  is  this 
country  thai  commits  the  act.  The  United  Stales, 
was,  is,  and  will  remain  a  trading  country  and  for 
that  reason  must  carry  on  iis  commercial  transac- 
tions in  that  medium  of  exchange  that  is  the  stand- 
ard nf  the  world's  bargainings— gold.  Any  other 
medium  must  mean  a  loss  lo  the  country  paying 
with  it,  and  that  loss  must  in  ihe  end  be  shared  in 
by  every  inieie^t  in  the  land.  II  the  United  States 
could  cut  off  connections  with  every  other  nation 
then  it  could  set  up  its  own  medium  of  barter  for 
its  own  people  within  lis  own  borders  and  jog 
along  in  regular  old  Chinese  fashion.  But  thia  con- 
nection  it  cm  never  sevc,  and  it  must,  if  honesty 
and  prospeity  are  to  he  \U  objects,  use  gold  fur  in 
exchange.  Time  was  when  the  farmer  was  all  in 
all  lo  himself.  Upon  and  from  hi>  land  he  taised 
and  prepare!  everything  necessary  for  the  shcller, 
food,  and  raiment  of  himself,  family  and  depend- 
ants. His  latm  h  runded  his  world,  and  his  neigh- 
bor  was  as  nothing  to  him.  He  existed  after  a 
fashion,  and  begat  children,  but  his  life  was  little 
more  than  a  mere  existence,  better  than  his  beasts 
but  scarcely  more  intelligent.  But  unlike  the 
beasts  lie  could  not  combine  it  for  the  necessities 
and  aspirations  ol  his  nature  compelled  him  to 
seek  intercourse  with  his  kind  and  in  (urn  to  de- 
pend and  lie  dependent  in  order  to  live  his  natural 
Hfe.  He  could  no!  keep  within  the  boundaries  of 
his  farm,  as  no  civilized  nation  can  keep  from  in. 
lercoursewith  others.  The  United  Slates  could  be 
made  like  the  farmer  of  old,  but  its  natural  course 
is  to  be  a  leader  among  nati-ms  and  it  cannot  es- 
cape the  obligations  of  the  position.  It  must  have 
regard  for  and  have  regard  from  its  neighbors  and 
for  litis  it  must  comply  with  certain  regulations, 
among  olheis  that  there  shall  be  one  medium  of 
exchange  in  international  transactions.  Gold  is 
that  medium  and  in  this  me'al  the  United  S'aies, 
one  of  the  great  commercial  nations  of  the  world, 
must  pay  its  obligations.  To  attempt  to  do  oilier- 
wise  by  substituting  an  inferior  metal,  with  only 
the  stamp  of  the  country  on  it  to  enhance  its  value, 
is  a  subterfuge  that  simply  injures  the  country 
without  one  compensating  advamage. — \'r.v  York 
Maritime  Register,

IMPREGNABLE   BRITISH 
G  UIA  NA. 

We  are  reminded  by  "bit  Pall  Mall  Ga- 
zette (writes  our  London  correspondent)  that 
this  is  not  the  first  time  the  British  Guiana 
frontier  trouble  Ins  assumed  the  importance 
of  a  crisis.  One  afternoon  not  many  years 
ago  a  wild-eyed  member  rushed  breathless 
into  the  leading  club  at  Georgetown  with 
the  alarming  rumor  dint  a  Venezuelan  army 
had  invaded  ihe  colony,  and  was  approach- 
ing the  Essequibo.  The  news  had  come 
in  some  way  from  the  Venezuelan  capital, 
bul  die  only  details  forwarded  were  that  the 
expedition  was  in  command  of  one  of  the 
most  famous  of  the  Venezuelan  generals, 
and  that  it  was  making  its  way  overland 
across  tiie  mountains  at  the  frontier,  over 
the  wide  savannahs  of  the  high  interior  and 


through  [lie  dense  virgin  forests  which  form 
the  heart  of  the  country  by  the  course  of 
(he  Mizarmii  river. 

The  excitement  and  alarm  which  this  in- 
formation created  was  terrible.  Mothers 
clutched  their  infants  to  their  bosoms,  and 
men,  all  sticky  with  sugar,  molasses  and 
rum,  left  their  work,  and  ran  hither  and 
thither  each  one  vainly  asking  information 
from  others  equally  ignorant  with  himself. 
There  was  indeed  cause  for  alaim.  For, 
after  all,  Venezuelans,  hostile  though  they 
may  be,  are  still  fellow  creatures,  and  to 
men  who  had  the  slightest  knowledge  of 
the  character  of  the  interior,  who  in  ad- 
venturous youth  perhaps  had  been  birdnest- 
ing  on  the  fringe  of  the  bush,  or  in  after 
life  had  been  orchid  collecting  on  Saturday 
afternoons,  it  seemed  awful  to  think  that 
human  beings,  a  delicately-nurtured  gen- 
eral and  a  number  of  brave  soldiers  with 
loving  mothers  at  home,  should  be  strug- 
gling somewhere  in  the  gloomy  recess  of 
that  vast,  trackless,  foodlcss,  and  well  nigh 
Impenetrable  forest.  Prompt  measures  were 
taken.  Messengers  were  sent  to  the  out- 
lying police  scouts  with  instructions  for  a 
sharp  look-out  to  be  kept,  and  for  beef  tea, 
brandy,  and  other  restoratives  to  be  held  in 
readiness  against  the  coming  of  the  enemy. 

Days  passed,  and  all  hope  of  the  invasion 
had  been  given  up,  when  one  day  ihe  soli- 
tary policeman  on  point  duly  at  the  junc- 
tion of  the  Mazaruni  with  the  Essequibo 
heard  a  faint  cry  for  help  proceeding  from 
the  forest.  lie  answered  it  with  a  hearty 
shout  of  encouragement,  and,  praying  that 
he  might  be  in  time,  plunged  into  the  for- 
est and,  working  like  a  rescue  parly  at  a 
colliery  explosion,  hewed  his  way  in  the 
direction ,  whence  the  sounds  proceeded. 
After  a  time  he  was  heartened  by  hearing 
the  cry  repeated  nearer  and  more  distinct 
but  fainter.  He  hewed  away  like  a  maniac, 
and  eventually  in  a  gloomy  recess  of  the  for- 
est, in  ihe  midst  of  a  maze  of  mangrove 
trees,  greenhearts,  wallabas,  palms,  and 
beautiful  but  unappreciated  orchids,  he 
came  upon  the  invasion  at  its  very  last 
gasp.  It  had  had  nothing  to  eat  for  days  except 
wild  beiries  and  an  armadillo,  though,  for- 
tunately, as  its  route  had  been  through  a 
line  of  country  composed  largely  of  narrow 
snips  of  swampy  land  dividing  the  innum- 
erable rivers  from  one  another,  it  had  been 
abundantly  supplied  with  water. 

The  distinguished  general,  even  if  he  had 
been  able  to  speak  any  English,  was  far  too 
exhausted  to  talk,  but  bis  dumb  looks  of 
thankfulness  were  more  eloquent  than 
words.  He  had  started  with  all  the  glory 
of  a  cocked  hat  and  a  sword,  and  what  re- 
mained oi  his  cocked  hat  was  still  on  his 
head.  But  ihe  rest  of  his  uniform  hung  in 
stiips  round  his  emaciated  body,  and  only 
n  narrow  anklet  of  leather  remained  lo  prove 
lhat  he  had  ever  been  equipped  with  boots. 
1  lis  sword'—  the  only  sharp  instrument  in 
die  expedition — bore  signs  of  having  been 
used  for  cutting  a  passage  for  the  troops 
through  the  brushwood,  and  for  hewing 
down  obstructing  brandies  of  harcwood 
trees.  When  the  roll  of  the  army  was  call- 
ed it  was  found — and  the  fact  is  an  illus- 
tration of  the  maivellous  endurance  of  half- 
bred  Venezuelans- — that  the  entire  two 
dozen  had  survived  the  perils  and  difficulties 
of  the  march. 

The  police  officer — his  name  has  been 
forgotten,  but  perhaps  the  Royal  Humane 
Society  may  have  some  record  ol  it — shared 
ihe  contents  ol  his  flask  among  them,  and, 
;ls  soon  as  they  were  sufficiently  revived,  led 
them  back  by  ihe  track  he  had  hewn  lo  the 
station  where  he  administered  beef  tea  and 
eggs  beaten  up  in  milk,  supplied  them  wilh 
blankets,  lent  the  general  a  suit  of  his  old 
uniform,  which  was  dry  il  ludicrously  large, 
and  having  made  them  as  comfortable  as 
possible,  left  them  to  sleep  and  recuperate 
the  while  be  entered  up  the  circumstances 
in  his  occurrence  book.  But  having  thus 
obeyed  the  natural  diclates  of  a  lender  heart 
that  could  always  feel  for  a  fellow  creature 
in  distress,  the  instincts  of  the  active  and 
intelligent  policeman  began  to  assert  them- 
selves. He  had  not  seen  a  living  soul  for 
days,  and  lie  had  not  had  a  charge  for 
months.  Promotion  had  seemed  almost 
hopeless  to  him,  when,  in  ihe  last  old  num- 
ber of Lloyd's  Nats  that  had  come  to  hand, 
he  had  read  with  a  watering  mouth  the  in- 
cident of  the  week  at  Piccadilly  circus,  lie 
felt  it  was  due  Lo  himself  and  his  calling  to 
make  some  use  of  the  opportunity  that 
heaven  had  sent  him,  but  he  did  not  know 
what  to  charge  them  with, 

The  over  impulsive  generosity  that  had 
led   him   to   hand  round  his  brandy    flask 


prevented  him  from  charging  them  with 
being  drunk  and  disorderly  without  laying 
himself  open  to  the  accusation  of  serving 

drunken  men.  However,  ihe  thing  had 
happened  on  his  beat,  and  lie  fell  sure  that 
the  statute  book  contained  some  provision 
to  meet  the  circumstances.  So  while  they 
slept  lie  looked  up  the  subject,  and  when 
they  woke  up  and  had  taken  some  solid 
food  he  charged  them  with  being  destitute 
aliens  wandering  in  the  forest  without  any 
visible  means  of  subsistence.  He  added 
that  ihey  were  at  liberty  to  make  any  state- 
ment they  chose,  but  lhat  anything  they 
saitl  would  be  taken  down  in  writing  and 
might  be  used  against  them  at  their  trial. 
He  further  informed  them  that  to  put  the 
proceedings  en  regie  ihey  must  now,  being 
formally  chirged,  remove  to  the  boathouse, 
lhat,  and  imi  bis  private  quarters,  being  the 
officially  appointed  gaol.  There  he  made 
them  as  comfortable  as  possible,  and  after  a 
pleasant  chat  he  left  them  while  he  went  in- 
doors to  change  his  police  uniform  for  his 
official  magistrate's  costume,  He  did  not 
lock  them  up,  as  there  was  no  lock  on  the 
boathouse,  but  he  just  informed  them  that 
they  were  not  allowed  bail. 

As  soon  as  lie  had  completed  his  toilet  he 
returned  to  die  boathouse,  which  also  served 
as  the  courthouse,  and  proceeded  to  try  the 
case.  It  bustled,  he  so. in  found  out,  with 
legal  technical  difficulties.  The  Venezuelan 
general,  stoutly  backed  by  his  army,  subtly 
contested  the  first  count  of  the  charge. 
There  was,  be  said,  no  offence  of  immi- 
grancy  known  in  colonial  law  ;  indeed,  the 
most  important  of  the  colonial  departments 
was  that  charged  with  the  promotion  of  alien 
immigration  for  the  keeping  up  of  the  labor 
supply  on  the  sugar  plantations.  If  that 
charge  were  to  be  seriously  persevered  with, 
lie  should,  lie  said,  be  compelled,  byway  of 
effective  argument,  to  claim  ihe  government 
capitation  grant  in  respect  to  each  of  the 
two  dozen  members  of  his  army.  The 
worthy  magistrate  dropped  this  count  like  a 
hot  coal,  and  asked  the  general  what  he 
had  to  say  in  answer  to  the  charge  of 
wandering  without  visible  means  of  sub- 
sistence. To  this  the  general  replied  by 
saying  that  ihe  charge  was  without  founda- 
tion, that  he  was  a  duly  constituted  and 
properly  authorised  invasion,  and  that  as 
such  he  claimed  the  rights  and  privileges  oi 
a  belligerent. 

Here,  again,  the  magistrate  found  him- 
self in  a  difficulty.  He  endeavored  to  sur- 
mount it  by  expressing  disbelief  ol  the 
story.  It  was  all  very  well,  he  said,  for  the 
general  and  his  accomplices  to  say  that  they 
were  an  army,  bul  what  evidence  had  they 
to  produce  in  support  of  their  statements  ? 
The  general,  upon  this,  produced  from  the 
lining  of  what  remained  of  his  cocked  hat 
the  papers  of  the  expedition,  his  own  com- 
mission, and  his  official  instructions,  ft 
was  an  awkward  comer,  but  the  magistrate 
got  out  of  it  by  refusing  to  accept  the  docu- 
ments as  evidence,  since  they  were  not  veri- 
fied by  an  affidavit  sworn  before  the  British 
consul  at  Caracas.  But  ihe  general  was 
not  yet  disposed  of.  In  that  case,  be  said, 
he  must  refer  the  learned  magistrate  lo  the 
evidence  of  the  possession  by  the  expedi- 
tion of  the  regulation  service  rifles  of  ihe 
Venezuelan  army.  The  magistrate  was 
about  to  rule  this  out  as  inadmissible  when 
a  happy  thought  struck  him. 

He  examined  ihe  weapons  and  su\  that, 
allhotigh  antiquated  in  pattern  and  rust}' 
from  disuse,  they  were  undoubtedly  musk- 
ets. So  he  amended  the  charge  to  tint  of 
carrying  firearms  without  a  license,  and  no 
defence  being  offered,  as,  indeed,  none  was 
possible,  he  convicted  them,  and  imposed  a 
penalty  upon  each  one  of  a  tine  uf  five  dol- 
lars, or  in  default  fourteen  days'  imprison- 
ment. But  even  now  ihe  poor  magistrate 
had  not-  altogether  escaped  from  his  di- 
lemma, for  the  invasion  was  not  supplied 
wilh  any  funds  except  Venezuelan  paper, 
which  is  not  current  in  ihe  colony.  His 
supply  of  provisions  bad  already  been  se- 
verely depleted,  for  in  his  enjoyment  oftheir 
society  he  bad  most  hospitably  entertained 
his  prisoners,  and  the  prospect  of  having  lo 
find  food  for  five-and-lwenly  hungry  con- 
valescents for  a  whole  fortnight  was  a  pros- 
pect of  general  starvation.  So  in  desper- 
ation he  remanded  them  once  more  lo  the 
boat-house  with  ml  bail,  while  he  sent  down 
Lo  Georgetown  for  instructions. 

'1  he  governor  sent  a  steam  launch  up  the 
river,  and  they  were  conveyed  to  the  seat  of 
government,  whence  after  being  clothed  and 
otherwise  hospitably  received,  the  colony 
being  in  a  great  state  of  rejoicing  over  their 
sale  deliverance  from    the    forest,    and    after 
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Riving  a  great  deal  of  very  valuable  infor- 
mation as  to  the  geographic  il  features  of  the 
forest,  find  the  possibilities  of  the  develop- 
ment of  the  timber  trade,  they  were  sent 
back  to  Venezuela  by  the  next  Orinoco 
steamer,  with  a  friendly  recommendation  to 
avoid  the  overland  route  in  future.  Since 
then  there  has  been  no  oilier  invasion  un- 
less the  Cuyuiii  incident  is  to  be  called  by 
that  name, 


GUADELOUPE    IN   THE 
CAEIEBEES. 

Landing  al  Point  a  Pitre  from  the  naph- 
tha launch  at  a  pier  near  the  fish  market, 
our  company  dispersed  through  the  town, 
some  seeking  the  sugar  mills,  and  others  the 
market  and  museum,  The  market  is  held 
in  a  covered  building  in  one  of  the  princi- 
pal squares,  and  presented  a  novel  and  ex- 
citing .scene.  Several  hundred  women- 
black,  yellow,  quadroon  and  octoroon,  with 
very  little  negro  blood  and  hardly  any  negro 
features — were  chattering  and  chaffering, 
screaming  and  gesticulating  like  monkeys, 
over  little  piles  of  fruit  and  vegetables  and 
roots  and  meat  and  bouquets  of  flowers. 

There  is  an  interesting  museum  in  the 
town  which  contains  specimens  ol  tl: 
animals,  birds  and  reptiles  of  the  islands, 
and  also  many  curiosities  and  remains  of 
the  Carib  tribes  who  dwelt  here  when  Co- 
lumbus came.  There  were  some  living 
specimens  of  the  mongoose  which  kills  the 
snakes,  especially  the  dreaded  (er-de-lance 
(whose  bite  is  instant  death)  and  here  were 
also  some  specimens  in  alcohol  ol  the  dead- 
ly snake.  We  never  saw  one  alive  in  all 
our  tours,  though  our  ears  were  filled  with 
stories  about  them,  and  we  had  reatl  the 
thrilling  descriptions  ol  Pere  Labat  till  it 
seemed  as  if  the  Windward  islands  without 
the  fer-de-lance  would  be  very  tame  places 
to  travel  in.  Let  me  close  this  letter  with 
one  or  two  extracts  from  Pere  Labal's  chap- 
ters on  Guadeloupe.  Writing  of  the  sulphur 
waters,  he  says ; 

"There  is  a  part  of  Anse,  particularly 
near  the  liver,  where  the  beach  is  covered 
with  locks  and  pebbles  oi  different  sizes, 
but  the  rest  is  white  firm  sand,  which 
makes  an  agreeable  walk.  About  three  hun- 
dred paces  to  the  left  of  the  church  I  noticed 
that  the  waters  of  the  sea  in  some  places 
were  bubbling.  1  went  out  in  a  little  canoe 
to  see  if  it  was  really  true,  as  they  told  me, 
that  one  could  cook  eggs  and  fish  in  the 
water.  At  a  distance  of  about  three  fath- 
oms from  the  shore,  where  the  water  was 
four  feet  deep,  I  found  it  so  warm  in  these 
bubbling  places  that  1  could  not  hold  my 
hand  in  it.  1  sent  for  eggs  and  boiled  them 
by  holding  them  suspended  in  the  water  by 
means  of  my  handkerchief.  On  the  beach 
I  found  the  surface  of  the  .sand  was  no  hot- 
ter opposite  the  places  where  the  water 
boiled  than  anywhere  else,  but  digging  with 
my  hand  for  five  or  six  inches,  I  began  to 
feel  heat,  and  at  a  depth  of  two  feet  1  found 
the  sand  burning  hot  and  smoking  with  a 
strong  odor  of  sulphur. 

"They  took  me  to  a  sort  of  pond  or  pool, 
where  the  water  was  whitish,  as  if  it  had 
been  disturbed.  Spouts  of  water  were  cons- 
tantly seen,  more  frequently  in  the  centre 
of  the  pool.  I  took  some  of  this  water  in 
a  shell  and  it  was  really  boiling.  When  it 
cooled  1  tasted  it,  and  found  il  good,  but 
wiih  a  slight  taste  of  sulphur.  *  *  *  It  is 
a  pity  that  these  waters  are  not  in  the  hands 
of  people  who  could  make  use  of  them,  for 
il  is  certain  that  they  are  excellent  for  many 
diseases.  I  was  assured  that  many  hydro- 
pathics had  been  completely  cured  after 
having  sweated  in  this  sand,  and  many 
others  with  chills  and  nervous  affections 
found  relief." 

Respecting  one  of  the  most  famous  birds 
of  these  islands,  he  writes:  "We  were  at 
Guadeloupe  at  the  season  for  limiting  cer- 
tain birds  called  'Devils.'  They  were  to 
be  found  in  Guadeloupe  and  Dominique, 
where  they  came  at  certain  times  of  the 
year  to  lay  their  eggs  and  hatch  them.  This 
bird  is  about  the  size  of  a  grown  chicken, 
its  plumage  is  black,  and  its  wings  are  long 
and  strong  ;  its  legs  are  short  with  feet 
like  a  duck's,  but  with  long  claws  ;  its 
beak  is  long  and  hooked  and  very  hard; 
it  has  large  eyes  which  serve  it  well  in  the 
night,  hut  are  so  useless  in  the  day  that  it 
cannot  stand  the  light  or  distinguish  objects, 
and  if  surprised  by  daydight  far  from  its  nest, 
the  poor  bird  dashes  itself  against  all  obsta- 
cles in  its  path  and  finally  falls  to  the  earth, 
The  manner  of  hunting  Devils  is  to  force 
them  cut  of  their  holes  into  the  sunlight  by 
means  of  dogs,  when  they  are  easily  caught 
and  their  necks  wrung/'     Again,  speaking 


oi  the  production  of  ginger,  one  of  the  most 
profitable  exports,  he  says  :  "Ginger  comes 
from  the  root  of  a  plant  about  two  feet  high, 
This  plant  needs  good  but  light  earth  to 
grow  in,  which  is  the  reason  it  thrives  in 
the  soil  of  the  Grand  Terre  of  Guadeloupe 
which  is  of  this  quality.  They  plant  the 
ginger  at  the  end  of  the  rainy  season,  that 
is,  in  October  and  November,  and  when  it 
is  ripe  its  leaves  become  yellow  and  dry. 
The  plant  is  then  taken  up,  separated  from 
its  roots  and  dried  by  being  exposed  to  the 
air  or  wind,  but  never  to  the  sun,  which 
would  consume  its  delicate  substance  almost 
immediately,  Thus  prepared,  ginger  will 
last  as  long  as  one  wishes  to  keep  it,  but  of 
course  it  is  better  when  fresh." — "Augustus" 
in  Arr,i>  York  Ol>sen<c>. 


ATA  DANCE  IN  EASTERN 
A  ERICA, 

One  day  I  received  a  message  from 
iiykender,  that  the  natives  ol  his  village 
were  about  to  hold  a  dance,  and  he  wished 
me  to  come  and  see  it;  my  presence  would 
not  only  please  the  natives,  but  would 
enhance  his  influence  over  them.  The 
dance  was  held  at  a  spot  about  thirty  min- 
utes' walk  from  my  camp.  The  pleasant 
sound  of  male  voices  in  song  guided  ine  to 
a  little  clearing  in  the  thick  bush  and  I 
there  found  gathered  together  some  500 
natives  of  all  ages  and  both  sexes.  I  was 
welcomed  with  smiles,  and  room  was  made 
for  me  under  a  spreading  tree,  about  ten 
feet  from  the  nearest  dancers. 

The  dance  was  simple  in  its  movement, 
consisting  of  a  sharp  rise  upon  the  toes,  the 
heels  returning  with  a  dull  thud  to  the 
earth  ;  the  shock  of  which  was  diminished 
by  bending  the  knees,  and  inclining  the 
upper  part  of  the  body  forward.  The  dan- 
cers were  ranged  in  three  double  circles 
(one  within  the  other),  each  circle  consist- 
ing of  pairs  of  youth  and  maidens.  They 
laced  their  partners,  each  placing  hands 
upon  the  shoulders  of  the  other.  In  the 
middle  stood  the  master  of  ceremonies,  an 
elderly  man  wearing  a  monkey-skin  head- 
dress of  vast  proportions.  He  beat  time  on 
a  huge  drum,  and  led  the  song  in  a  high, 
falsetto  voice.  The  dance  began  at  sunrise, 
and  lasted  with  but  little  intermission  until 
sunset.  Occasionally  a  dancer  stepped  out 
of  the  ranks  to  rest  for  a  moment  or  two; 
hut  even  at  such  time  his  sympathy  with 
his  fellows  kept  Ids  legs  on  the  move  and 
his  voice  in  time.  Surely  the  movement 
must  be  most  fatiguing,  and  doubtless  is 
one  of  the  causes  of  the  fine  development 
noticeable  in  Daitcho  legs.  The  singing 
was  continuous,  but  the  songs  changed 
abruptly  and  with  frequency;  still,  as  the 
Daitcho  register  does  not  comprise  a  great 
variety  of  notes,  to  a  European  the  songs 
all  sounded  alike. 

The  dance  is  an  important  function,  and, 
being  a  full-dress  affair,  it  brings  to  view  all 
the  finery  the  dancers  possess.  The  men 
daub  themselves  from  head  to  foot  with  red 
clay  and  grease  ;  in  this  they  are  imitated 
by  the  women  and  girls.  The  men  wear  a 
waist-cloth,  and  the  women  clothe  them- 
selves from  waist  to  knee  with  skins,  to 
which  a  liberal  coating  of  clay  and  grease 
is  applied.  All  the  girls  wear  their  hair 
dressed  into  curious  little  balls,  about  the 
size  of  an  ordinary  marble.  This  effect  is 
produced  by  gathering  their  wool  into  sep- 
arate tufts,  and  then  plastering  each  knob 
with  clay  and  grease.  Some  of  the  women 
had  veils  made  of  iron  chain  covering  the 
face  from  the  roots  of  the  hair  to  just  above 
the  eyes.  The  effect  produced  was  pleasing. 
In  all,  there  were  about  250  men  and 
women  engaged  in  the  dance.  The  air 
was  filled  with  sound,  dust,  and  the  odor  of 
manv  perspiring  bodies ;  but  one's  senses 
become  blunted  alter  a  stay  in  Africa,  and 
the  unpleasantness  passes  unnoticed,  if 
there  is  the  least  evidence  of  happiness  or 
pleasure  on  the  faces  of  the  simple  savages. 

Dancing  is  a  serious  business  among  the 
Daitcho.  I  rarely  saw  a  man  even  smile  ; 
a  woman,  never.  All  round  the  dancers 
were  gathered  groups  of  old  men  and  wo- 
men, perhaps  parents  of  the  participants  in 
the  dance.  Some  small  children  were  hold- 
ing an  impromptu  ball  of  their  own  near 
at  hand.  Occasionally  the  old  women, 
whose  recollections  of  past  joys  in  the  dance 
kept  them  young,  would  give  vent  to  their 
pleasant  feelings  and  thoughts  by  a  shrill 
trill.  On  the  whole,  the  affair  was  pleasant 
to  view,  and  one  could  not  but  feel  cheered 
at  the  sight  of  so  many  harmless  beings  en- 
joying themselves  beyond  the  spell  of  civili- 
zation.— " 'Through  Jungle  and  Desert"  by

Sir — In  your  issue  of  i6ih  ult.ymi  seemed 
disposed  to  contest,  as  well  us  the  short 
lime  at  your  disposal  permitted  you, my  atata- 
mem  that  guias,  valid  for  export  purposes, 
weie  issued  against  all  the  cotVee  that  cum- 
in during  May  ami  June  ol  last  year,  and 
you  allowed,  with  commendable  frankness, 
thai  it  was;  specialty  d'r^reeflbls  for  an 
editor  to  remain  for  a  week  under  "impu- 
tations of  ignorance, "'  I  am  sorrv  to  have 
caused  yon  any  inconvenience.  Not  imag- 
ining thai  editors  profess  to  be  omniscient, 
it  did  not  occur  to  me  that  you  would  much 
mind  being  lound  ignorant  on  such  a  mai- 
ler as  this  of  guias, 

In  your  issue  of  23rd  June  you  appear 
disposed  lo  take  this  view,  and  you  console 
yourself  with  the  reflection  that  you  tried 
in  plenty  of  company.  1  do  not  question 
at  nil  that  "many  others,  including  some 
connected  with  the  trade,"  may  have  labour- 
ed tinder  the  same  error  as  you  did,  and 
certainly  a  still  larger  number  thought 
nothing  whatever  about  it. 

But  any  one  whose  tastes  lay  that  way. 
or  who  thought  the  matter  worth  studying 
from  one  reason  or  another,  even,  for  ex- 
ample, as  a  preliminary  to  writing  about  it) 
could  very  easily  find  out  exactly  how  the 
matter  stood  by  reading  the  published  con- 
vention of  21st  May  1S05.  This  conven- 
tion forms  the  basis  ol  the  present  system 
and  leaves  no  room  for  doubt  as  to  the  va- 
lidity ol  the  guias  issued  in  May  and  June 
(winch  have,  in  point  of  (act,  long  since 
been  used  for  export  purposes,  so  that  it  is 
unnecessary  for  tne  to  explain  my  designs 
regarding  them.) 

The  fact  of  a  large  excess  of  guias  being, 
therefore,  established,  it  would  seem  lo  be 
a  good  idea  for  those  who  do  not  like  the 
bank  scheme  to  propound  sonic  better  way 
of  disposing  of  this  excess  and  relieving 
planters  of  the  loss  it  causes  them. 

Because  no  one  believes  they  are  fully 
Compensated  for  the  loss  on  their  guias  by 
a  corresponding  advantage  in  selling  price 
of  their  coffee — not  even  your  "occasional 
correspondent"  who  can  be  no  other  than 
the  genial  X.  Y.  Z ,  seeing  his  previous 
letter  was  the  only  other  you  have  published 
on  the  gnia  question,  besides  my  numerous 
ones. 

I  took  it  as  very  kind  of  X.  V.  7..  to 
give  me  a  parting  word,  "before  finally 
.'-helving  the  guia  question."  But  it  is  a  sad 
pity  he  took  to  figures  !  His  figures  have 
positively  every  defect  that  figures  are  ca- 
llable of.  Not  only  are  they  at  fault  arith- 
metically (which  is  the  least)  but  the  bases 
of  his  comparative  statement  are  all  wrong, 
and  the  result  he  brings  out  is  not  even  the 
logical  conclusion  from  his  false  premises, 
Clearly  if  be  believed  in  his  own  figures  he 
would  claim  that  the  disadvantage  to  the 
planter  in  the  bank  scheme  would  be  Rs. 
oS5,20o$ooo  per  annum,  which  is  what  his 
comparative  statement  shows.  lint,  as  he 
knows  diis  to  he  absurd,  he  shifts  his 
ground  and  talks  vaguely  of  the  "certain 
blackmail  of  Rs.  723.6005000,"  referring  to 
the  bank's  commission.  He  also  includes 
in  his  statement  an  equal  amount,  as  the 
commissarios'  commission  on  sale  of  guias 
under  the  bank  system.  But  he  ought  to 
know,  if  he  has  read  the  various  publica- 
tions (or.  failing  that,  by  a  little  reflection), 
that  under  the  proposed  system  the  com- 
missarios really  could  not  charge  any  sel- 
ling commission  on  the  guias,  seeing  they 
would  not  sell  them  at  all  but  merely  de- 
liver them  to  the  bank,  like  an  order, 
receiving  immediately  in  exchange  the 
issue  value,    less    10%  (and  later  on   less 

5%)- 

Therefore  as  7  %  of  the  initial  10%  dis- 
count is  to  be  employed  to  the  end  of  ex- 
tirpating the  excess  of  guias  ;  as  the  bank's 
commission  of  3  %  is  equivalent  to  the 
commissaiios'  present  percentage,  of  which 
the  planter  will  be  relieved;  and  as  the  dif- 
ference resulting  from  the  commissarios' 
3  %  being  on  a  lower  value  is  more  than 
counter-balanced  by  the  difference  between 
prices  at  which  commissarios  credit  guias 
and  prices  at  which  they  sell  them,  it  seems 
difficult  to  dispute  the  advantage  to  the 
planter  of  the  bank  system. 

Even  allowing  (against  the  opinion  of  the 
recognized  authorities)  that  there  is  no  ad- 
vantage to  the  planter  in  the  tax  falling  in 
first  instance  on  the  exporter,  and  that  the 
latter  gives  exactly  as  much  more  for  the 
coffee  as  the  discount  he  gels  on  the  guia, 
there    remains   the   question    of  profit   for

And  now  will  Mr.  Newlands  kindlj 
answer  another  question?  We  are  perfectly 
well  aware,  d  we  may  be  allowed  to  claim 
any  knowledge  in  the  matter,  that  the  cof- 
fee from  Minas  (braes  came  in  with  guias 
in  May  and  June  1S05,  that  state  not 
having  consented  to  the  free  dispatch  adopt- 
ed by  the  state  of  Rio  de  Janeiro.  Will 
Mr.  Newlands  affirm  thai  the  tax  receipts 
(we  will  not  call  them  guias)  issued  by  the 
latter  slate  during  the  said  two  months 
were  placed  on  tins  market,  where  the; 
were  not  required,  to  be  used  as  guias  ii1 
the  exportation  of  coffee  ?  We  should  like 
an  unequivocal  statement  on  this  point. 
The  exportation  of  the  coffee  from  Rio  de 
Janeiro  ^t.tte)  did  not  require  these  guias, 
consequently  their  sale  in  this  market  was 
unnecessary,  if  not  illegal,  and  they  could 
be  used  only  in  the  dispatch  of  Minas  cof- 
fee, or  accumulate  for  the  future  embarrass- 
ment o(  the  market.  As  a  commissario 
himself,  Mr.  Newlands  will  be  able  to  state 
explicitly  whether  lie  bought  such  tax  re- 
ceipts of  the  stale  of  Rio  de  Janeiro  at  that 
time. 

We  may  be  permitted,  also,  to  request 
a  quotation  from  the  convention  of  21st 
May,  1895,  which  established  the  validity 
of  these  tax  receipts  o\  the  slate  of  Rio 
de  Janeiro  as  export  guias  in  this  market 
after   their  use   had   been   discontinued. 

As  for  explaining  bis  designs  concerning 
them,  Mr.  Newlands  will  of  course  please 
himself.  Rut  when  be  proposes  a  scheme 
providing  for  the  redemption  of  all  out- 
standing guias,  no  matter  what  they  cost 
present  holders,  at  go  ami  95  per  cent  ol 
their  lace  value,  the  general  public  has  a 
perfect  right  to  ask  whether  these  Rio  de 
Janeiro  tax  receipts  of  May  and  June  1S95 
are  included. 

With  regard  to  Mr.  Newlands' suggestion 
that  the  opponents  of  bis  bank  scheme  for 
monopolizing  the  trade  in  guias  should 
"propound  some  better  way  oi  disposing 
of  this  excess,"  we  see  no  reason  why  the 
appeal  should  not  be  promptly  met.  To 
our  unenlightened  mind,  the  problem  is 
exceedingly  simple.  If  we  have  understood 
Mr.  Newlands  correctly,  the  allowance  for 
local  consumption  is  ample,  and  the  excess 
of  guias  is  therefore  due  to  the  accum- 
ulation of  the  Rio  de  Janeiro  tax  receipts 
in  this  market,  as  guias,  during  May  and 
June  1S05,  when  they  were  not  required. 
As  those  said  receipts  had  no  business  here, 
the  best  way  to  get  rid  of  them  would  be  to 
return  them  to  the  planters,  or  declare  them 
valueless.  Let  them  be  withdrawn  from  the 
market  altogether.  This  done,  there  will 
be  no  excess  to  worry  ourselves  about. 

As  for  the  general  question,  the  compli- 
cation can  be  easily  settled  without  the 
intervention  of  guia  monopolies,  or  any 
other  intermediary.  The  purpose  of  shifting 
the  export  tax  upon  the  consumer  is  falla- 
cious, and  all  these  agencies  and  schemes 
for  collecting  and  locating  the  tax  are  just 
so  many  unnecessary  drains  upon  industry. 
Let  us  substitute  a  common-sense  system 
of  taxation  for  all  these  absurdities.  The 
consumer  will  have  to  pay  more  for  his  col- 
fee,  including  taxes,  commissions,  etc., 
when  the  supply  is  small,  and  he  will  pay  less 
when  the  supply  is  large.  It  is  simply  a 
question  of  price,  based  on  supply  and 
demand.  He  knows  and  cares  nothing  at 
all  about  export  taxes,  and  guias,  and  com- 
missario's  commissions  when  he  buys  bis 
coffee,  but  he  does  know  when  the  price  is 
excessive.     As  a  matter  of  fact,  when  the 
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supply  is  lar^e  the  exporter  lias  it  in  his 
power  to  deduct  this  export  lax  from  the 
market  price  uf  coffee,  anil  he  can  compel 
the  producer,  or  his  representative,  to  ac- 
cept the  reduction.  But  when  the  supplv 
is  small,  the  hoot  is  on  the  other  foot,

Each  municipality,  or  district,  could  have 
its  own  assessors  and  collectors,  and  the 
tax  could  be  secured  at  a  minimum  of  cost, 
the  saving  in  expense  being  returned  to  the 
planter  through  a  reduction  in  the  rate  im- 
posed. There  will  be  difficulties,  contro- 
versies and  frauds  of  course,  but  what 
country  is  without  them?

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The  new  regulations  for  the  coastwise 
traffic,  which  are  to  go  into  effect  on  Dec- 
ember 5th  next,  are  certainly  all  that  the 
most  rabid  nationalist  could'  wish.  They 
not  only  restrict  this  traffic  to  the  national 
flag,  but  they  restrict  the  flag  to  vessels 
owned  by  Brazilians, or  by  companies  located 
in  the  country  and  managed  or  directed  by 
Brazilian  citizens,  and  in  all  cases  to  vessels 
commanded  by  Brazilian  citizens  with  crews 
two-thirds  of  the  same  nationality.  This  in 
itself  will  create  many  difficulties,  unless 
foreign  officers  accept  citizenship,  for  Brazil- 
ians have  shewn  but  slight  inclination  thus 
far  toward  maritime  pursuits  and  it  would 
be  difficult,  if  not  impossible,  to  officer  and 
manlhecoastwi.se  vessels  as  required  for 
many  years  to  come.  Two  of  the  com- 
panies now  running  on  this  coast  arc  of- 
ficered by  foreigners,  and  another  one  not 
only  employs  foreign  engineers  almost  ex- 
clusively, but  even  sent  abroad  for  stokers 
not  long  since.  If  the  men  actually  engag- 
ed in  the  trade,  themselves  Brazilians,  can 
not  depend  on  their  own  countrymen  to 
officer  and  man  their  vessels,  then  it  may 
be  doubted  whether  these  regulations,  con- 
cocted by  men  influenced  principally  by 
sentimental  considerations,  will  secure  any 
better  result.  In  our  opinion,  the  regula- 
tions will  cause  a  deadlock  if  rigidly  en- 
forced, and  this  will  do  an  immense  amount 
of  harm  to  the  country.  Inasmuch  as  Brazil

COASTWISE  TRADE  RHGULA  TIONS. 
An  executive  decree  (No,  2,304)  of  the  2nd  insi., 
providing  regulations  fur  the  coastwise  trade  under 
Ihe  constitutional    provision   which    restricts    that 
trade   lo    the    national  flag,    was  published  on  the 
3rd  insl.     As  the  regulations   are   too  long  lor  1 
space,  we  shall  at  present  give  only    ihe   lolloui 
biiel  abstract  ol  their  piovisions  : 

Article  l   declares   that  coastwise  navigation  c 
only  be  made  by  national  vessels  previously  teg 
tcred.     Such  navigation   (Art.    3)  is  uoder&Muii 
include   communication  and    direel  commerce  I 
tween  national  ports  and  on   the  rivers  which  Ih 
through  national  territory.

The  present  regulations  concerning  entry  and 
lear.tnce  of  vessels,  embarka'ion  and  di^embark- 
■tion  of  passengers,  postal  service,  police  and 
health  inspection  and  customs  and  port  supervis- 
ion, will  continue  in  force  National  vessels  en- 
gaged in  transit  commerce  will  be  subject  to  the 
customs  rales  governing  foreign  vessels.  Foreign 
vessels  (A-t.  35)  will  be  permitted,  under  fiscal 
guarantees  (ctitttelas)  and  with  licence  from  the 
customs  authorities  for  each  voyage,  to  sail  from 
one  port  to  another:  (1)  to  load  and-  discharge 
merchandise  and  objects  belonging  to  the  govern- 
ment ;  (2)  to  enter  port  freely  and  sail  for  another 
with  the  same  cargo  within  the  regulation  time  ; 
(31  to  enter  port  and  leave  for  another  with  cargo 
wholly  or  m  part  dispatched  for  consumption  or 
re-exportation;  (4)  to  transp  irt  from  one  port  to 
another  passengers  of  all  classes,  their  baggage, 
annuals  and  packages  classified  as  cncomnien^u, 
aiMK-uliur.il  and  manufactured  products  of  easy  de- 
terioration and  money  values  ;  (5;  to  receive  in 
more  ihan  one  po't  national  products  lor  transpor- 
latum  abroad  ;  (6)  to  carry  relief  *to  any  state  in 
cases  of  famine,  plague,  or  oilier  calamity  ;  and 
(7)  lo  transport  whatever  car^o  from  one  point  to 
another  m  case  of  foreign  war,  infernal  disturb- 
ance, or  annoyances  and  prejudices  cuised  to  na- 
tional shipping  and  commerce  by  foreign  cruisers 
when  war  has  not  been  declared.  In  urgent  cases 
of  public  securily  or  relief  the  government  may 
freight  foreign  vessels  for  transportation  and  other 
purposes,  Outside  ol  these  specifications,  the 
exercise  of  coastwise  trade  will  be  considered  con- 
traband  and  subject  10  existing  legislation,  except 
in  cases  01  distress,  dismasting  or  fine  majeme 
when  cargoes  may  be  transported  for  sale.  '  The 
agents  or  consignees  (An.  38)  will  be  held  re- 
sponsible for  duiies  and  lines  on  foreign 
engaged  in  tr.insii,  transfer  and  rV 
on  services,  including  those  represent- 
packet  companies  calling  regularly  at 
l.r.i/ilnm  ports.  The  discharge  from  responsi- 
bility will  be  given  at  tiie  custom-house 
where  the  merchandise  was  cleared,  only  on 
sight  of  the  certificate  and  second  copy  (2,1  via)  of 
the  dispatch  for  consumption  at  the  custom-house 
where  the  goods  were  landed.  The  same  rule  will 
be  observed  in  regard  to  foreign  goods  in  transit, 
when  111  deposit,  or  transferred  from  one  ship  to 
another. 

From  Art.  41  to  Art.  52  the  regulations  relate 
exclusively  10  the  formalities  10  be  observed  in  the 
shipment  of  national  products,  or  foreign  products 
on  which  import  duties  have  already  been  paid 
from  one  port  to  another  in  Ihe  country.  Every 
vessel  must  carry  a  manifest  giving  descriptive  par- 
ticulars of  ihe  cargo,  when  of  national  products, 
and  the  guias,  01  2.1  vi.is  of  the  customs  dispatches 
rn  addition  for  all  nationalized  (duties  paid)  for- 
eign goods.  The  absence  of  the  last-mentioned 
documents,  which  must  he  forwarded  by  the  cus- 
toms officials  by  the  same  vessel,  will  subject  the 
goods  to  repayment  of  duties  and  the  vessel  to  a 
hue  of  10$  10100$  per  volume.  Forwarding  these 
gums  orsrt  vias  by  a  subsequent  vessel,  as  now 
practiced,  is  forbidden.  The  agents  of  the  vessel 
ihe  customs  inspector  of  ihe  day  and 
rime,  and  the  latter  must  make  pro- 
tending the  documents.  Failure  to 
meet  these  requirements  subjects  the  consignees 
agents  or  captains  of  vessels  to  fines  of  100$  to 
500^,  but  no  penalties  are  attached  lo  a  failure  on 
lie  pan  of  the  custom-house  to  furnish  the  papers 
at  Ihe  hour  marked,

BarSn   do  Luciano  then 
arose  and  offered  die  following  resolution;  -"I  in- 
dieale,  as  an  act  of  prudence,   that   the  senate,  in 
otder  to  avoid  being  once  more  treated  with  dis- 
courtesy by  ilie  executive,  which  is  not  solicitous 
in  responding  to   messages  that  displease  ft,  shall 
authorise  the  chair  to  mike  use  of  such  means  as 
shall    seem  least  iacommolious    in  order  to   learn 
whether  the  executive  will  deign  to  give  its  atten- 
tion to  a  message  asking  for   the  information  re- 
quired in  the   motion   offered   by  Senator  Oiticica, 
and,  if  so,  whether  it  will  deign  to  furnish  that  in- 
formation."   The  chair  declared  that,  in  view  of 
the  language  in  which  this  resolution  was  c  niched; 
he  could  not   subject  it  to  discussion,   and  it   was 
consequently  withdrawn  by  its  author.    The  senate 
rejected   ihe  amendment   suppressing  art.

Lamounier  Godofredo  analysed  Ihe  speeches  of  the 
deputies  who  had  defended  the  minis'er  of  industry 
and  said  thai  ihey  hail  failed  to  justify  the  minis- 
ter's acts.      Deputy  Glycerio  made  some  explana- 
tions in   regard  to   his  speech  at  the  silting  of  the 
25th.     Deputies  Moreira  da  Silva,  Adolpho  Gordo, 
Glycerio,    Martins  Costa   and    Mnraes  Vieira  dis- 
cussed the  petition  of  Antonio  Francisco  Ferreira 
de  Carvalho  who  asks   lor  an   authentic  interpreta- 
tion   of  art.  72,  <5  24,  of  the  constitution,   which 
guarantees    liberty   of  industry.     The   majority  of 
the   speakers   expressed  the  opinion  that  any  res- 
trictiou  on  the  liberty  of  industry  violates  this  cons- 
tiltitionai  provision,  which  they  consider  perfectly 
explicit.     The   bill   for  counting   double  nine   for 
officers  ami  soldiers  who  served  in  Santa  Calharina 
and  Parana,  bom  Sept.  6,  1S93.  to  Dec,  14,  1894, 
was  voted  in   1st  discussion.     The  bill   on  larceny 
was  referred,  on  motion  of  Deputy  Vieira  de  Mo- 
raes,  to  the   committee  on  the   penal   code  and  to 
that  on  organisation  of  local  justice.    Two  motions 
of   Deputy  Glycerio   to  ask   for   information  were 
adopted.  The  chamber  rejected  the  bill  on  custom- 
house officers  and  that  for  revising  the  regulations 
of  the  Gymnasio  Nacional. 

July  i.— Senate.—  The  senale  concurred  in  the 
amendments  of  ihe  chamber  of  deputies  to  ihe  bill 
regulating  lite  promotion  of  judges  of  the  civil  and 
criminal  court  and  the  retirement  of  judges  of  the 
court  of  appeals.  The  special  appropriation  of 
2,200,000$  for  the  payment  of  the  claims  of  the 
Compunlua  Co-teira  and  Lage  Bros,  was  voted  in 
2nd  discussion.  The  senate  voted  in  1st  discus- 
sion the  bill  authorizing  the  government  to  expend 
25,000$  on  the  erection  of  a  lighthouse  at  Cape 
Maguary  and  also  the  bill  for  increasing  the  pay  of 
workmen  at  the  arsenal  and  navy  yard  m  Para,— 
Chamber  of  Deputies.— -On  motion  of  Deputy  Costa 
Junior  it  was  resolved  to. publish  the  information 
furnished  by  the  minister  of  industry  in  regard  to 
the  widening  of  the  gauge  of  part  of  the  Central 
radwiiy,  Deputy  Atcindjo  Guaiiabara  defended  his 
conduct  as  purchasing  agent  of  the  government  in 
Europe  in  1893  and  1894.  Deputy  Adolpho  Gordo 
opposed  the  resolution  for  declaring  that  the  legis- 
lative branch  of  the  government  is  competent  to 
regulate  the  rales  on  the  government  railways. 
Depuly  Nilo  Pecanha  defended  ihe  resolution  and 
opposed  ihe  substitute  resolution  offered  by  Depu- 
ty Lauro  Muller.  Depuly  Luiz  Detzi  said  that 
congress  would  find  it  impossible  to  organize  a 
schedule  of  rates,  even  though  it  spent  a  whole 
year  in  trying  to  do  so.  Depuly  Serzedello  said 
that  congress  is  competent  to  pass  a. general  law 
to  regulate  the  subject,  but  thnt  the  details  pro- 
perly appertain  to  the  executive. 

July  2,  —  Senate,  —  Senator  Coelho  Campos 
moved  to  ask  lor  information  in  regard  to  the 
forcible  enlistment  of  citizens  in  the  army  in  the 
state  of  Sergipe.  lie  gave  an  account  of  the 
abuses  that  are  committed  in  that  state  under  the 
arbitral y  sway  of  Col.  Valladao,  Barao  do  La- 
dario  said  that  he  regretted  that  lie  could  not  vote 
for  the  motion;  but  he  has  decided  not  to  vote  for 
any  motion  asking  for  information  until  the  gov- 
ernment furnishes  the  information  for  which  the 
senate  has  already  asked.  The  motion  was  adopted. 
Senator  Gomes  de  Castro  accused  the  government 
of  falsely  declaring  that  it  has  spent  no  money  on 
the  oflicial  residence  of  the  governor  of  Bahia 
when  the  fact  is  that  it  has  spent  on  that  building 
ihe  sum  of  71,2315144.  He  complained  that  the 
government  has  never  sent  to  the  senate  the 
information  for  which  it  had  asked  in  regard  to 
forcible  enlistment  in  Maranhao.

RIO  GRANDE  DO  SUE. 

In  the  midst  of  the  tragic  events  which  have  re- 
suited  in  the  usurpation  of  power  hy  Dr.  Julio  de 
Castilhos  in  the  stale  of  Rio  Grande  do  Sul  there 
frequently  occur  incidents  that  are  exceedingly 
comic.  Such,  for  instance,  was  Col.  Sampaios 
loss  of  his  artificial  teeth  when  he  rode  bareback 
from  Ihe  battle-field  after  being  surprised  and  de- 
feated by  Apparicio  Saraiva,  and  such  also  is  what 
occurred  on  ihe  zSth  inst.  between  the  dictator 
and  Dr.  Harms  Casual.  Of  ihis  incident  each  of 
Ihe  two  principal  actors  has  given  an  account,  an 
abstract  of  which  has  been  transmitted  to  this  city 
bylelegraph. 

From  the  two  accounts  it  appears  that  Julio  had 
been  taking  an  airing  in  one  of' the  suburbs  of 
Porto  Alegre  and  that  on  his  return,  surrounded 
by  a  brilliant  cortege  of  courtiers  and  defended  by 
a  cavalry  escort,  he  oveiiook  Barros  Cassal.  The 
latter  (t|lis  is  Julio's  account)  reined  his  horse  up 
to  1  ha:  of  ihe  dictator,  at  whom  he  cast  provoking 
g'ances.  Whereupon  Julio  (this  is  Cassal's  ac- 
count) said  to  him  :  "I  know  you  well,  you  inso- 
lent disturber  of  public  tranquillity  ;  I  know  you 
well  and  I  am  not  afraid  of  you."  — "You  are  inso- 
lent yourself,1'  replied  Cassal,  "and  a  coward  be- 
sides.    If  you  were  not  protected  by  your  soldiers,

—The  construction  of  a  factory  for  refining  pe- 
troleum was  initiated  On  Urocoio  island,  near  fa- 
quela,  jn  the  bay  of  Rio  de  Janeiro,  on,  the  3rd 
inst.  The  privilege  was  granted  to  two  Brazilians 
just  one  year  ago,  which  lias  since  been  sold  to  an 
American  tirni.  The  buildings  anil  machinery  are 
from  the  United  .Slates,  and  it  is  expected  that  the 
factory  will  be  in  operation  in  about  (our  months. 
Ihe  industry  will  probably  help  to  keep  up  the 
present  high  tax  011  kerosene,  and  will  therefore  be 
much  lavored  by  the  treasury. 

—The  following  simple  process  is  said  to  be  a 
sure  test  for  determining  the  age  of  an  egg,  being 
based  on  the  fact  that  the  density  of  an  egg  de. 
creases  as  it  grows  old:—  Dissolve  two  ounces  of 
salt  in  a  pint  of  water  and  when  a  fresh  laid  egg 
is  placed  111  the  solution  it  will  immediately  sink  to 
the  bottom  ol  the  vessel.  An  egg  twenty-four 
hours  old  will  sink  below  the  surface  of  the  water 
but  not  to  the  bottom  of  the  vessel.  An  egg  three 
days  old  will  swim  in  the  liquid,  and  when  more 
than  three  days  old  will  float  on  the  surface.  The 
older  the  egg  the  moie  will  it  project  above  the 
suiface,  an  egg  two  weeks  old  floating  on  the  sur- 
face with  but  very  little  ol  the  shell  beneath  the 
water. 

—Allowing  an  adequate  sum  for  depreciation, 
ihe  directors  ol  the  Amazon  Steam  Navigation 
Company  report  that  the  available  balance,  includ.

—The  manulaciurers  of  beer,  mineral  waleis 
and  alcoholic  liquors  nt  Amparo,  Sao  Paulo,  have 
shut  their  doors  until  their  representalion  to  the 
President  is  attended  lo.  If  the  President  will 
accept  our  advice  lie  will  put  that  representation 
away  somewhere  mid  forget  all  about  it. 

—The  governor  of  Minas  Geraes  lias  approved 
the  plans  ami  estimates  for  sanilary  works  at  luiz 
de  Foia  ami  authorizes  an  interest  guarantee  of  7 
per  cent  on  the  loan,  not  exceeding  895,000* 
which  the  municipal  council  of  that  city  proposes 
to  raise  for  the  execution  of  these  works.

Now  let  foreign  vessels 
keep  away  from  Pernambuco,  and  teach  these 
short-sighted  legislators  a  timely  lesson  on  the 
danger  of  vexatious  taxation. 

—Some  (wo  months  ago  the  engineer  of  the 
electric  lighting  company  of  Casa  Branca  died  from 
yellow- fever,  and  the  machinery  was  slopped.  Up 
to  Ihe  present  no  subsiitute  has  been  found  lor  the 
deceased  engineer,  and  the  residents  ol  Casa 
Branca  are  doing  without  the  electric  light  al- 
though the  epidemic  is  said  to  be  extinct.        '

—We  see  that  in  Ihe  United  Slates  consular  re. 
ports  Brazil  is  rated  among  the  countries  having  a 
gold  slandard,  or  a  fixed  currency.  It  would  be 
interesting  to  know  the  reason  of  this.  There  is 
no  gold  in  circulation,  nor  even  silver,  nor  is  the 
paper  currency. convertible  into  either  gold  or  sil- 
ver.  Brazil  in  fact  lias  nothing  but  a  depreciated 
paper  currency,  which  is  worth  only  about  one 
third  its  nominal  value  in  gold.  This  depreciation 
is  not  due  to  exchange,  though  the  latter  is  the 
common  measure  employed  to  determine  this  de- 
preciauon.
